I visited the Publication Bureau and was 
able to get only two Issues of a bulletin which the govern- 
ment puts out. 

c) Hardly any Communist publications can be noted here.

a) The myth that Beirut is as equal if not bigger a publica- 
tion center as Cairo should be cca®plet«ly dis pelled frost 
the minds of all officers. It does not even measure tip to 
Cairo in fiction material, which is jOentiful here.

b) Visited the Guidance end Broadcasting Ministry and had a 
pleasant talk with the Director General who premised to 
send to the BnSbassy two sets of the publications they put 
out. Also visited the Antiquities Department and was 
shown through the Library. 

c) Communist literature and periodicals of every description 
are all over Baghdad. One can note nothing else but anti- 
U.S. publications in Arabic on every newsstand and in prac- 
tically every bookstore. While in Damascus this can be 
noted in only certain bookstores and newsstands, here these 
Communist documents can be found everywhere. It is astonish- 
ing how fast CQMtmmiat publications flooded this city since 
the lhth of July.
